About 6 
thousand Tartars rallied for revenge. upon, 
the Tartar General, whose official chair was 
smashed, and whose personal safely: was 
seriously jevpardized by the excited and 
exasperated Tartars ; from whom he fied to 
safer quaaters for a while, until the forces at 
cowrnand of the Viceroy and Governor wore 
brought into requisition to quell the tumult. 
The Governor -has been very eflicient in 
this emergency ;.and_ being: familiar with 
tho uso of firo-arma, after. his ‘suecessful 
military tactics on the Ruasian and Chinese 
frontier, he is. more practical and offective 
in using forces-‘at his command than ordin- 
ury Obineso Mandarins.: I¢ has been feared 
that: furthar:and more serious difficulties 
wight follow ; but all proper precautions 
are’ observed to. prevent: trouble.

; AETACK ON THE PARNELLITES BY THE 
IRISH COLLEGE, 

Londow, May 19.—The, Chronicles corre. 
spondent at Rume received proof. sheets of 
the memorial prepared by the Irish College. 
The document begins by poiating out that 
in the Parnell or Fenian movement. tho 
inleresta are fat higher and holier than ths 
moterial advantages sought for at ntalo 
General Irish grievatices are no longer heard 
of, the ory for total separation having re 
placed all others. . What was treason in the 
revolt of 1866, condemned by Pius IX. is 
now regarded as a-mers tuttor of practical 
politics, but suys the memoir. The acts 
against. morality and-religion and the peace 
of auciety. cannot, like the ‘ouamelenn or 
Gladstono, change their ‘hue and the acts 
of Parnell aud his followers are still under 
pipal cundemnation. It is not necessary, 
therefore, for the Pope to condemn'them, 
although,.to quote the memoir, their leader 
being a free-thinker, ‘and outside the palo 
of the Church, thut does not exempt his 
followers, who profess to be Catholics. 

After condemning Parnell for association 
with the apostles uf violence, the memoir 
declares that to accomplish bis self-assamed 
tk of breaking the last link that united 
Inland to England, he made traitors of the 
imeses of the Inish peuple. Tho means by 
which ha sought te digolve the union, ato 
deounced in the most unmeasured torus, 
{ while the ‘tools’ he employed, why spread 
‘terrorism’ thréughout Ireland, ato held 
up to publio execration. 

The memoir continues: ‘The acts of 
the Fenian party are.tho surest witnesses 
we cun have, first, of what their rule is; 
second, of What it will be if they, get sa- 
pume power. They now claim the support 
‘of Catholics from Rome and other. foreign 
cuntries who of late have been led to lock 
favorably: upon the Paruellite movement. 
Sach can have no notion: ofthe horrible 
terrorism. ‘which the Parncllite.. rule, 
wherever it prevailed, hus caused. It. is 
that terrorism which from the firat has been 
the source of Parnoll's power.” 

In: support ofthis view it gives’ a long 
cetalogue of agratian crimes committed be- 
tween January.

RIVAL ‘OPKUM SNUGGLERS AT HONGKONG AND

Within the put few months there have 
boun tmusually large seizures of smanggled 
opium, not only nt Sun Francisco, bub at 
other commercial ports on the Pacific Coast.” 
Making due allowance for the vigitanco of 
cuatows officials, it has-been apparent. from, 
the method-of procedure that.exact: iufor- 
mation concerning the goods smuygled ‘has 
been reevived from some outside soarcn b: 
fore or about the tima ‘of the sighting. of 
the incoming ‘steamer from Hongleong. 
the large aerzuros ‘are made, as n rule, on 
steamers from China. At the same time 
there ia a large amoant of opium amuggled 
in from Victorls, going there first from thia 
city in transit aud being refined ut Victoria, 
The following facts narrated by a gentl 
‘man whose sources of information are 
exeoptional, are semewhat amusing and also 
enlightening nsto the euorgetic wunner in 
which one diryo Chinese. opin exporting 
firm is proceeling to exterminate a rival 
firm, both smuggling when possible; and 
the facts map also expliin to some extent 
how inforuyation haa been’ received in ad- 
vance of the arrival uf smuggled lots of 
opium for the guidance of those vflicially 
interested in praventing frauds. Tt wilt be 
seen that zeal for tho enforcement of our 
laws is not the prevailing motive onthe 
part of these particular informants :

mucnopuly of tho export trade of this-a wt 
from there but tnotler copeern: meceediny 
in getting tle privilege away from him and 
Lai Yuen, being unable to.continue the 
trade there any, longer, removed hig 
business to Mneao.
